Red  Laos  Rebels 
Call  Cease  Fire 

TOKYO,  May  3 (UPI)  — 
Tlae  pro-Communist  rebels  of 
Laos  ordered  their  troops  to 
cease  fire  today  and  called 
for  an  immediate  truce  meet- 
ing at  the  front  with  pro- 
Western  forces. 

Communist  North  Viet  Nam 
relayed  the  announcement 
through  radio  Hanoi  but  there 
was  no  immediate  confirma- 
tion directly  from  Laos  that 
the  fighting  had  stopped. 

(In  London,  a foreign  of- 
fice spol^esman  said  Britain 
was  not  able  to  confirm  the 
announcement  immediately 
because  “our  communications 
with  Hanoi  are  not  too  good.”)

Space  Shot 
Scheduled 
Friday  ‘if 

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  May  3 
(UPI)  — Friday  now  is  the  ten- 
tative new  date  for  America’s 
first  attempt  to  rocket  a man 
safely  through  the  space  barrier, 
it  was  learned  today. 

The  shot  could  have  been  re- 
scheduled for  tomorrow  but  pro- 
ject Mercury  directors  wanted  to 
give  Cmdr.  Alan  B.  Shepard  an 
extra  day's  rest  following  his 
tense  hours  of  waiting  yesterday. 

The  weather  appeared  to  be 
improving  and  Friday  looked 
like  the  best  bet  for  another  try. 
Partly  cloudy,  cooler  weather 
with  light  variable  winds  was  ex- 
pected. 

YESTERDAY'S  scheduled  shot 
could  have  come  off  except  for 
heavy  cloud  formations  and 
rough  seas  which  officials  feared 
might  interfere  with  recovery  of 
the  capsule  in  the  Atlantic 
splash  area  80  miles  from  Grand 
Bahama  Island. 

The  proposed  rescheduling  of 
the  shot  for  Friday  will  give 
Shepard  one  of  Ihe  longest  re- 
spites in  his  career  as  an  astro- 
naut. 

IT  APPEARED  that  the  as- 
tronaut was  affected  very  little 
by  the  long  buildup  and  the 
quick  letdown.  Outwardly,  he 
expressed  nothing  more  than  dis- 
appointment that  he  had  missed 
the  ride. 

The  37-year-old  Navy  com- 
mander had  been  laced  into  his 
silvery,  20-pound  space  suit  after 
a breakfast  of  filet  mignon, 
scrambled  eggs  and  orange  juice. 
But  when  the  postponement 
came,  he  had  not  yet  begun  to 
move  to  Pad  5 to  squirm  into 
the  bell-shaped  capsule  atop  the 
Redstone  rocket. 

WHEN  IT  was  called  off, 
Shepard  swallowed  a snort  of 
brandy,  unlatched  his  space  suit, 
donned  "neatly  tailored  sports 
clothes  and  shook  hands  with  a 
group  of  congressmen — members 
of  the  House  and  Senate  space 
committees. 

Commander  Shepard’s,  out- 
ward emotions  indicated  that  he 
was  not  too  disappointed,”  said 
Rep.  R.  Walter  Riehlman.  R- 
N.Y.  “But  I am  certain  he  wished 
the  firing  had  taken  place  as 
originally  scheduled.”

He  said  the  basic  quality  of 
Schweitzer  which  greatly  con- 
tributes to  his  greatness  is  that 
he  “approaches  everything  in  its 
proper  perspective.”  | 

THE  STORY  IS  told,  he  said, 
that  when  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize-bearing  visitor  was  led  to 
Dr.  Schweitzer  to  present  him 
this  high  award.  Dr.  Schweitzer 
said,  “Fine,  but  let  him  help  me 
nail  this  board  up  first,  please.”. 


And  the  visitor,  in  black  top 
hat,  had  to  climb  up  and  help 
Dr.  Schweitzer  before  the  Afri- 
can doctor  would  concern  him- 
self with  a Peace  Prize. 

He  said  when  he  visited  Dr. 
Tom  Dooley,  “the  magnetic  per- 
sonality,” in  Laos,  the  two  went 
down  to  the  Laotian  village  near 
which  Dooley  worked  before  his 
death.
